; Near the middle of the sev- 
enth century, it tell into the hands of the 
Saracens; from them was taken by the 
‘Turks in the veer A. D. 868, and after a 
variety of changes was restored to the 
‘hristians in the year 1099, by the Europe- 
ans under Godfrey. ‘They kept possession 
of it about 90 years, when it again reverted 
to the infidels, and finally to the Turks, who 
now hold the governmeut of the country. 
Since its first foundation the city has been 
taken and pillaged 17 times. ‘‘ Jerusalem is 
ended in the pachalick of Da- 
masct Phe governor is appointed hy 
the Pach Damascus, but is in a measure 
independent ; for the difficulties in the com- 
munication between the two cities, arisimg 
from the intervening mountzins, and the 
Arabs who infest ‘he deserts. prevent the 
inhabitants from mikivg their complaints 
when they are oppressed.

The people at his 
approach shut their shops. conceal them 
selves in their cellars. or withdraw to the 
mountains. Usader various pretexts he con 
trives to strip them of their proper'y. and 
resistance is sure destruction. ‘The Turks 
seize upon the effects of the inhabitants, and 
as a late traveller observes, the shops con- 
tain few articles exposed to sale, lest they 
should allure the notice of these marauders 
The same traveller, after mentioning the | 
misery which appeared every where about | 
Nazareth, and the heavy exactions from the | 
nhabitants, which many, unabie to pay, | 
were forced to leave their native land, ob- 
serves that “a party of troops were en- 
camped about the piace, ready to serze even 
the semblance of a harvest which might be 
‘ollected from all the neighboring disirict.” 
But oppression from the ‘lurks is not all the 
inhasitants have to endure. The country | 
is infested by wandering Arabs, who plun-!

of the Sandwich Islands, is enouch to show 
the wisdom of an attempt 
among the inhabitants the religion of the 
gospel, and the arts of civilized life. When 
we consider the value of our trade to the 
North Western Coast, and our increasing 
setilements on the shores of the Pacific, | 
especially when we extend our view to a| 
period in the history of this country not far 
distant, when cities shall line the western 
shore of the continent no less than the eas- 
tern—does it not seem that policy, if we 
leave religious priaciple out of the account, 
would dictate to the people of the United 
States the advantage of taking the lead in 
uniting these islands to the civilized world. 
lhe natives eould not but feel a great at- 
tachment to the nation which had bestowed 
on them the blessings of the mechanic arts, 
of ecommerce, of science and of religion. 
‘The ease of com:nunication with Asia and 
America, points ont these islands as the 
most proper place for a missionary estabiish- 
ment,,from whieh the gospel may be diffus- 
ed to other idolatrous lands. ‘The preseat 
time appears peculiarly favorable to com- 
mence the mission; the natives desire in- 
siruction: the islands are united uoder one 
enterprising chief, who wishes the civiliza- 
tion of his subjects; and by previous inter- 
course with the traders, the inhabitants 
have beeu prepared to estimaie with some 
iecursey the advantages to be derived 
from teachers and missionaries. As men 
of business, as patriots, or as christians then, 
we Cannot but say to the missionasies now 
hastening to these disiast suores “go up 
and prosper.” tnd 
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SIERRA LEONE. 
Mr. and Mrs. Jesty’s account of the State of 
Regent’s Town. 


Mr. Jesty and his late excellent Wife, 
s00n afier their arrival at Sierra Leone, 
paid a visit, in the begioning of April, to 
Regent's’ jown. 

She writes to her s‘ster. from Regent’s 
town, under date of April 5, 1819. 

“On Thursday, the Ist of April, Mr. John- 
son sent five of his people to Freetown, to 
take me to his house ina palankeen. While 
they waited, we heard singing; and, on go- 
ing to the door, found that these five men 
had seated themscives under the piazza, 
and with untied voices were singing a hymn 
to the praise and glory of the Redeemer. 
We did not disturb them but returned to 
our room; and, as you may imagine, with 
feelings of peculiar pleesure, that the 
Songs of Zion should be sung by the inhab- 
itants of a Heathen land. 

“In the course of an hourl set off in the

“ The chain of mountains that surrounds 
the town resounied with the echo of tbe 
praises of the Saviour. 

« | hastened, with all possible speed, down 
the mountain, and up the other, to enter 
the ciureh, where I found upwards of 500 
black faces prostrate at the Throne of 
Grace. I entered with brother Johnszon ; 
and, soon afier Mrs. Jesty arrived. After 
the service was over, about two hundred 
of the congregation surrounded vs. They 
came in such crowds to shake hands with 
us, ihat we were obliged to give both hands 
at once. So rejoiced were they to see 
more laborers from “white man’s coun- 
try,” that afier we left the church, and 
had entered Mr. Johnson's house, many, 
who from the pressure in the church were 
not able to speak to and shake bands with 
us, entered the parlour, and would not 
leave until they had manifested their love 
to us by their affectionate looks and hum- 
ble salutations.” 

Of a Sunday spent at Regent's town, 
Mr. Jesty, after speaking of an early meet- 
ing in the church, at six oclock iw the 
morning, thus wriies : 

“ At ten oclock. I saw a sight which at 
once astonished and delighted me. The 
bell at the church rang for Divine Ser- 
vice ; on which Mr. Johnson’s well regu- 
lated schoo!s of boys and girls walked, 
two and two, to the church—the girls 
extremely clean, and dressed entirely in 
white ; in striking contrast with which were 
their black arms and faces—the Boys, e- 
qually clean, were dressed in white trows- 
era and scarlet jackets. The clothing of 
both Boys an! Girls is supplied by Govern- 
ment. 

* The eagerness of the inhabitants fo 
hear the word will appear from their early 
attendance on the Meansof Grace. here 
is a bell in the steeple of the Cherch : but 
it is of little use at Regent's town ; for the 
church is generally filled, half an hour be- 
fore the bell tolls. I witnessed a christian 
congregation in a heathen land—a people 
fearine God and working righteousness. 
The tear of godly sorrow rolled down many 
a colered cheek, and shewed the contrition 
of a heart that felt its own vileness. 

* At three o'clock, in the after noon, 
there was again a very full attendance ; 
so that scarce an individual was to be seen 
throughout the town; so eager are they 
to hear the Word, and to feed on that liv- 
ing bread that came down from Heaven. 
‘he service was over about half past four 
o'clock. 

* Atsix, we met again; and althouch 
maby bad to come from a considerable dis- 
tance, and up a tremendous hill, I did not 
perceive any decrease of number, or any 
weariness in their frequent attendance on 
the means of grace. 

“ We left the church about eight o'clock, 
and returned ‘o Mr. Johnson’s house which 
is close by the church, Alter we had sup- 
ped. the schon! girls in a very respectful 
and humble way, sent up to Mr. Johnson, 


up stairs into his sitting room, to sing a 
parting Hymn. On their entering the 
room. Mr. Johnson gave out a Hymn; and, 
in a few minutes, I think we had at least 
120 boys and girls in the room and piazza. 
Cher sang three Hymns; and after a few 
suitable words from Mr. Johnson, they de- 
parted, pleased with the favour granted 
them. 

“ Thus was our last Sabbath spent at 
Regent’s town.” 

Of the monthty meeting, held on the fol- 
lowing evening. Mr. Jesty thus writes : 

* Mr. Johnson and myself entered the 
names of subscribers, and received their 
mites: and I cannot but notice, that,in one 
minute after Mr. Johnson and myself were 
ready to receive the money and names, we 
were surrounded by several hundreds of 
humble friends to missionary exertions,

“ The boys and girls had now sung se- 
veral bymns; and, after a few minutes 
cessation, began agnin. I was thinking of 
ur christian frienés in England; and said 
to Mr. Johnson, “ Could all the friends of 
missionary exertions but witness this scene, 
they would be more and more zealous for 
the universal diffusion of the Gospel of a 
Crucified Saviour ;” when I looked round 
me and saw numbers of the inhabitants, 
men and women, coming in every direc- 
tion. ‘They joined respectively the boys 
and girls, and sung for some time; when 
the boys and girls retired to their schoo! 
houses, and the men aod women retired io 
their homes in peace, ; 

“ Mr. Johnson has a missionary meeting 
and sermon once a month, on which occ:.- 
gion he generally collects three pounds. Do 
not these poor people hold forth a bright 
example to all Chris ians? I have now given 
you a faithful but imperfect picture of the 
state of Regent’s town. The Lord his 
certainly blessed, in a peculiar manner, the 
jabors of Mr. Johason. ‘The people love 
him, as their father; and reverence him, 
as their Spiritual Guide. Should a dispute 
arise among any of them, they come to 
him to settle their palaver, and they a'ide 
by his decision. Khe seems, in every res- 
pect, suited for these people: unwearied 
in his exertigns, and an excellent example 
te all his brethren.” 

Mrs. Jesty thus cone!udes her 
her sister; 

“ The love which these people manifes' 
among themselves. and toward their ininis 
ter and all faithful wissionarics; their 
anxiety and the fervency of their prayers 
that the Gospel may be made known 
through all nations: these things are wor- 
thy the admiration of all christians. I 
may almest be said of the inhabitants of 
Regent’s town, that they dwell in love; 
and that they live a life of prayer and 
praise to Him, who loved them, and gave 
himself for them; for, beside their meet- 
ings fur prayer every morning and even 
isg. the hearts of many of them seem to 
be full of the love of Christ the whole diy; 
and when they are merry, they sing Psalins. 
A few years since, all the inhabitants of 
this place had never heard the Name o! 
Jesus: they went about naked; and were, 
im every respect, like the savage tribes: 
but now, Oh what a happy change! they 
are alldlecently dressed; and it is the most 
heart-cheering sight, to see them fluck 
in crowds to the house of prayer. 

Mr. Johnson has been made an instru 
ment of incalculable good to this people. 
Under his ministry, 116 persons have be- 
come communicants, and 1!0 are candi 
dates for Baptism and the Lori's Supper: 
these will be received as members of th: 
Church of Christ on Easter Sunday. Eh 
is very particular in his examinstion of the 
people, before they are admitied to the 
lLord’s Vable. 

“It may, indeed, be said, that number: 
are added io the church daily; tor Mr 
Johason has frequently five or six of a day 
come to his house, to talk of the state oi 
their souls, who appear to be very sincere.” 

Ina letter of July 7, Me. Morgan writes 

* Inquiries concerning the way to heaven 
are very numcrous. Many come to com- 
plain of the anguish of their hearts. ‘The 
house is com letely filled with those who 
are desirous of being examined for baptism 
Mr. Cates and myself kave admitted but 
three. Many of them, I think, do indeed 
believe that Christ came into the world to 
save sinners; but do not as yet feel them. 
selves to be, without Him, lost and peris) 
ing sinne.s.” 

Appointment of Two Native Teachers 

We have had occasion, several times t» 
mention the names of William ‘Tama an! 
William Davis, two of the liberated ne- 
groes at Regcat’s town. These two na- 
tives have been taken into the service of 
the society, as teachers of their country- 
men. 

At a meeting of the missionaries, held 
on the 25ih of January, at Freetown, Mr. 
Johnson stated that they had given most 
satisfactory proofs of their conversion to 
christianity from the Heathen ienorance 
in which they had before lived; and that 
they had long cherished a desire to visit 
their respective countries, in order to make 
known to -their friends the glad tidings 
which they had themselves heard, and 
what it had pleased God to do for them. 
Roth appeared to possess abitities, likely, 
With the blessing of God, to render them 
useful. William ‘Tamba, who had accom 
panied himself and Mr. Cates in their ex: 
cursion round the colony, nad conducted 
hims¢!f entirely to their satisfaction 
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They were accordingly received ag na- 
tive teachers under the society, subject to 
the approbation of the committee at home 
This appointment has been confirmed; and 
‘Ir. Johnson bas received instructions to 
‘ake David Noah, a third communicant of 
Lis congregation, into the society’s service. !

from the grossest ignorance and darkness, 
to a knowledge of the truth, their consistent 
characters and lives su®ciently testify. 
They appear also to poss@s such gilts as 
are necessery to qualify them for teachers 
of their countrymen; which, added to the 
desire that they feel to he so employed, and 
the opening which it seems to have pleased 
God to make for them, encourage the hope, 
that, in sending them forth, we shall act in 
conformity with the Divine Will, and may 
expect the Divine Blessing to render their 


endeavors effectual for the conversion of 


some of their benighted countrymen. 

The undertaking ts attended with consi- 
derahle danger, especially to them. They 
left their respective countries az slaves; 
ind, should their old masters hear of their 
retura, itis probable that they would strive 
to regtin possession of them. ‘“Puey coa- 
sider it probable that this may heppen; but 
they ecotnt pot their lives or li' erty dear 
to them, so tha! they may tell their coun- 
trymen the glad tidings of sa'vation.” 

The reins of the present year, on the 
western coast of Africa, have been unusy- 
ally severe and uninterrupted, beyond those 
of any season in the memory of aan; and 
sickness and mortality beave prevailed 
therefore, more than ordinarily among 
"as Luropeans.

every day a certain quantity from the milk, which 
was the chief food of her fumily,and to sell it to the 
neighboring pocr; and continucd this plan till she 
was iD possession of the requisite amount: then, 
having procured the tracts, on a certain solemn 
occasion, she gave one to each of her children, 
accompanying the enft with earnest and pious ex- 
hortation to the attentive perusal of them, and the 
ordering of their life and conduct according to 
the standard of exeellence and ¢xamples therein 
contained. This same woman, when some years 
igo Bibles published at the expense of the Brit- 
ish and Fureign Bible Society were offered for 
sale among the people of this islind, expressed 
en eager desire to purchase one fir each of her 
children, buy # .s compelled by her poverty tou be 
content with a single cepy. 

* Russia.—With regard to the vast domains of 
the Linperor of Kussja, it is truly cheering te the 
christian mind to contemplate the various schemes 
of beneyolenee. now carrying on, for the mental, 
moral, and relicious Improvement of the peepl-. 
Among the rect, that of dispersing religious ‘Tracts 
ineets with increasing attention and enccurage- 
mont. 

About 300,000 are already in circulation in the 
various provinces of this extensive Empire. 

A benevolent lady having printed in the Finnish 
language, 8000 copies of a Tract which had been 
usefulto herself in early life, the Report states— 

‘Lhe Finns came in crowds to receive them ;— 
many of them for more than 40 versis_ (about 28 
miles) to receive these messengers of grace. A 
ereat awekening has taken place among these 
poor peasants, ‘* Their cries for more Tracts,” 
says Dr. Patterson, * are most urgent.’

The ** Moming and Evemng Prayers of the 
Church of England,” with the ‘ Psalter,” bound 
together; translated by Dr. Morrigon, in the au- 
tumn of last year and printed in a neat pocket 
size. at the expense of thy Missionary Society.

colleague and myself deem it better to lay but 
little stress on even good sayings, and to wait pa- 
tiently for surer evidence of the influence of truth 
on the heart; rather than run the risk of exciting 
too high expectations in the mind of the christian 
public, or of drawing too large a shore of christian 
liberality toward our own Jabors, to the neglect 
of others. We shall, very probably, have to trans- 
mit to you, and other christian societies, only dry 
statements of what has actually been translated, 
written, printed, circulated, and taught; or of 
what there is a probability of accomplishing. Our 
thoughts, time, and strength, are employed about 
furnishing the mFans of christian knowledge to 
aslarge a proportion of the heathen as possible. 
We long to see success; but are not greatly cast 
down if we see it not immediately. To plough 
and to sow are the labor of this age; to reap a- 
bundanily that of future times. 

Hawkers’ Tvacts.—Much has been done (the 
committee state) by the Hawkers’ tracts. By 
thera food is distributed instead of poison : and 
the wholesome effects are,in some degree, al- 
ready apperent ; and offer a gratifying proof to 
the society, that their labors, by the divine bless- 
ing, have not been in vain. -Your committee 
have much pleasure in reporting, that most of the 
venders of the tracts are now found to prefer 
those of a superior description ; and that the reli- 
gious noture of their contents is not that obstacle 
to their circulation which it was formerly. They 
would impress upon the friends of the society the 
uupoertance of introducing the circulation of these 
tracts, into every chanel where tracts, of anoth- 
er nature, are vended by hawkers ; and thus dif- 
fuse what will invigorate the faculties of the 
mind, instead of that which has a tendency to 
destroy both body and soul. 
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Extract of a Letter from the Rev. J. Colman to 
the Rev. James Parsons, dated Kangoen, 
February, 12, 1819. 


Betoven Brotrer,—After the fatigues of the 
day, | have retired to my little room, and can no 
longer refrain from writmg to one whose memory 
is still fondly cherished in my bosom. At times, 
my mind cannot be festrained from ruminating 
on past events. The scenes of other days pass 
before my view, and produce emoticons not easily 
described. I often reflect upon the hxppy hcurs 
which we spent together, when first we tasted the 
sweets of religion, when our minds were exercised 
with reference to the christian ministry, when we 
bowed before the throne of God, or mingled with 
the saints in his earthly courts. Sweet seasons ! 
Then we knew the joys of christian friendship ; 
then we had antepasts of that blessed state to 
which I trust, we are hastening. But God has 
separated us. He has brought me to this heathen 
land. He has called me away from the privileges 
of the + nctuary, and from the society of beloved 
christian friends. How great the difference be- 
tween Burtnah, and the country which gave me 
birth! ‘The latter when compared with the fur- 
mer, appears like a spiritual garden. ‘This is in- 
deed a barren wilderness. But even here streams 
of mercy attend us upon our journey, and refresh 
our souls. ‘The Lord has not forsaken us. He 
has taught as to feel as secure and happy amidst 
the habitations of cruelty, as though we enjoyed 
the protection of an equitable government, and 
were surrounded with the blessings which abound 
in christian lands. It is truly pleasing to have an 
inheritance among the people of God on earth; 
but it is better to have an inheritance among them 
in heaven. How cheering the prospect of meet- 
ing them there. After the vexations and toils of 
our earthly pilgrimage, how delightful it will be 
to arrive at our Father’s house,—there fo relate 
the troubles of the way, to speak of the Divine 
goodness to us amidst our wanderings below, and 
to j}cin w.th redeemed millions in celebrating the 
glurtes of Jesus! My dear brother, [ sometimes 
wish to see your face on earth. How sweet it 
would be to take each other by the hand, and 
to kneel, in some sequestered spot, before 
the Throne of God! But if we are depriv- 
ed of these privileges now, our days will soon be 
Then, in the temple above, | hope we 
shall have sweeter fellowship, than we can possi- 
bly enjoy on earth. To this state of blessedness 
let us aspire. For what should we thirst but for 
conformity to God? For what should we seek 
but for a heavenly inheritance?

Perhaps I cannot give a better account of the

Since that time my 
mind and hands have been variously occupied. 
Very different have been the scenes which have 
passed bafore my eyes; very different the dispen- 
sations of Providence which I have experienced. 
| arrived in health. But God has laid upon me 
his afflicting hand, Once more I have been visit- 
ed with my old complaint of raising blood. How 
secure I felt as it respects my lungs. 1 thought 
them perfectly healed. But my expectations 
have been disappointed, and my delightful pros- 
pect of immediately bending all my powers to the 
acquisition of the language, entirely blasted. This 
is a severe affliction. But the Judge of all the 
earth bo# done right. JI have no reason to mur- 
mur. He can do without me in Burmah. His 
work can be carried on as well without my assis- 
tance as with it. I rejoice in the truth, that the 
God of Zion lives. With euch a Protector, she 
stands in no need of the puny aid of mortals O 
that my affliction may lead me to the footstool of 
Divine mercy, make me more conversant with 
heaven, and, should I be raised to health, may the 
chastisement and the mercy of God, lead me to 
be more zealous in his blessed service. 

Sabbath eve; Nov. 1.—This bas been a memo- 
rable day to us. In the forenoon, our heloved 
brother Houzh, with his family, embarked in the 
Ieabella for Calcutta. His departure has sensibly 
diminished our little company. We are, indeed, 
a feeble band. Six persons constitute the mission 
family. This evening we commemorated the dy- 
ing love of Jesus. It was reviving to sit at his 
table, and to meditate on his wondrous compas- 
sion, in giving his life for sianers. But O, how 
few around us are acquainted with his name: 
We know not of one in Rangoon, or in this vast 
empire, who has come to the knowledge of the 
truth. Europeans are few, and their minds are 
nearly as dark as the minds of the Burmans. 
They pay no more regard to the Sabbath than to 
any ether day. On it they transact their business 
as usual. ‘The natives are immersed in ignorance.

It commence 
ed three hours ago. The deluded Burmans hope 
by it, to frighten away seme evil spirit, which 
they imagine infests the place, and causes a fatal 
sickness. For this purpose, cannons and guns 
are firing. bells are ringing, and the Burmans are 
beating their houses with bamboos, and making 
various horrid noises. O wreiched superstition, 
how awful are thy effects throughout this delight- 
ful country! When, O when, will Jesus overturn 
thy gloemy throne, and establish the reign of light 
and knowledge?” 

With what emotions do I close this letter! 1 
rejcice to be in this heathen land, but I feel sad at 
a recollection of that dear society which I have 
left. But if I had my choice, either to stay in 
Burmah, or by 1emoving to a short distance from 
it, to enjoy the blessings of my native land, 1 
should, without hesitation, prefer the former, 
Dear brother, let me have your prayers. Write 
frequently. Communicate all the intelligence 
which you can, for this is a desert in every res- 
pect.

REVIVAL IN MILFORD, N. Y. &c. 
From Elder John Pearcy, to the editor, dated 
Hartwick, N. ¥. Otsego county, Nov. 21, 1819. 


Jean Brotnesx,— Believing the news of 
the increase of the kingdom of the Prince 
or Peace to be comforting to all the follow- 
ers of the Lamb, I hasten to give thee some 
intelligence of the wonderful dealings of 
God with us in this region. The church 
of God, in New Lishon, which I mentioned 
in my last letter, have experienced a sweet 
refreshing from the presence of the Lord. 
Since the general meeting in September, a 
number have been added, who have come 
with songs and everlasting joy upon their 
heads. More are happy in Christ, and 
others are seeking Jesus of Nazareth, while 
the attention is very. great and general. 
The church there is in a very thriving 
situation. The church in this town and 
Otsego, is yet endeavoring to run wiih pa- 
tience the race set before them. "lhe 
Lord has lately converted a number who 
are journeying toward their eternal home 
with pleasure. ‘I'he attention is very great 
through the towns, 

In Milford, a town adjoining this, on the 
south, the work of God is wonderful. 
About the middle of September fast, I 
went into that town, and preached a few 
times. ‘he people are very attentive to 
hear. My mind was remarkably drawn 
out for the youth of the place, which were 
very many and remarkably careless as to 
the salvation of their souls. Old professors 
who had long been buried in the rubbish, 
began to awake from their slumber and call! 
upon God, that they perish not. 

In about four weeks I visited them again 
and found that the word of God, had appa- 
rently had some good effect. A great in- 
quiry appeared among the people. I preach- 
ed to them a few times more, and thought I 
saw a cloud gathering, and heard the sound 
of rain. About the first of this month I 
visited them again, agreeable to the very 
solemn impression ef my mind, and found 
that Giod was truly at work among the peo- 
ple. Soon the bitter sighs and groans 
were heard all throngh the meetiag from 
every part of the house; and in their pri- 
vate houses, the language of many was, 
while bursting into a flood of tears, “ what 
must I do to be saved;” “ pray for me, I 
am undone, &c.” Our meetings were held 
every day, till at length a few were made 
happy in Christ, and a few backsliders were 
reclaimed. On the 12th of this month 1 
baptized four; one aged mar. who was 
eighty-five years, old and his wife who was 
eighty-three. ‘hese people were converted 
when short of twenty years of age, and had 
lived so many years in neglect of this duty.

©. how wonderful to see the mighty change 
caused by the power of God. {his place 
has been remarkably noted for vain recrea- 
tion and superfuity. Now the ball cham- 
ber at ihe Inn, is converted into a room for 
the saints to worship God in. Instead of 
meeting together for parties of vain recrea- 
tion, the young people meet for the wor- 
ship of Jesus; while the aweet songs of 
praise, and prayers to God are heard trom 
almost every quarter, and others bitterly 
omeating that they have lived so long in 
sin and unbelief. Most every family for 
quite a distance in this street (say a mile 
and a half) have experienced more or less 
of the joy of salvation, while muny oihers 
enjoy the same within the distance of hive 
miles. “ ‘Chis is the Lord’s doings and 
marvellous in our eyes.”

BOSTON ALMSHOUSE. 

The whole number of persons admitted into the 
Almshouse the past ycar has been 1399—of these 
405 have been subjects of medical trextment. 

Between Jan. Ist, 1819, and May 16th, 1819, 
there were 93 paticnts, of whom 26 died—32 
were cured and discharged—25 remained in the 
hospital, on the 16th of May, when the resigna- 
tion of my predecessor took place: subsequently 
were received 312 patients—since the later date, 
there have been 347 patients, under my care, of 
these 83. have died—194 been cured and dis- 
charged—and 65 remained on the ist of Jan. 
1820. 

From this statemert it appears that the whole 
numher of deaths in the Almshouse has been 114 
the past year. The deaths since May 16th have 
been occasioned by the following diseases :—Old 
age, 13—Consumption, 19—Fevers, 14—Siphilis, 
2—Chronic Dysentery, 2—Cholera Morbus, 1— 
Diarrhea, 3—Intemperance, 9-—Disease of the 
heart, 1—Apoplexy, 4~Accidents, 3—Dropsy, 
2—Pulsy, 1—Strangulated hernia, 1—~—Suicide, 
1—Brought in dying, 2—Still born, 2—infantile 
diseas:s, 8—Total, 88.

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CLIMATE OF WESTERN AFRICA.
